will caune the least nolie, Ha discournged
corporal punishment, and belisved o the
use of the rod as theé last resort. Teachers
should be eareful not o administer puo-
jshmont immediately after the offence has
been committed, and thst punishment
should pever be inflioted when the offence
is purely nccidental, He recommonds that

be careful at all times i punishing,
they should not i:f:r that every little oc-
currence was Inteuded ny wn set of disobe-
dience nod almed st them, He disparaged
the idea of using written rules, Aw an il
luntration of the teacher's inability to wake
and onforce rales in the schuol room, be

somo of his own experience,

Prof. Kurzgenknabe,

the clussifiontion of pupile sceneding to the degres
of advanosment, and disourd the writing of copies

by the tenoher.

The quoestion, How shall our count
schools be graded! Referred to J. W,
Soule, who gave some very gord idess, and
was followed by Mr. Fahnestock who as-
serted thal we have not, strictly speaking,
one graded school in the eounty, and that
it would be difficult to draw a dividing line
between the different schools, He thought
that thers should be n definite line drawn,
and that teachers abould be re?uirul Lo

Prof. Wright then read a selection from
the Pennsylvanin Bchool Journal on this

made a short address, and arged unity of ac.
tlon, and that the Fehbols should recelve the
attention of every mam in the school board.

The subject of school hou ¥Yentilation,Fuar-
nlturo and Apparatug was .l:..icn up. The lm-
portance of haviog®n first-class house with
windows and Nll.lng bigh, and stove ln proper
place to be fed with pure alr from without, in
order to prevent the stove from consuming the
oxygoen, so necessary to human life, was very
ably disenssed by Mr. Roblson, Shull, 8heiblay,
Fritz and others. After some further remarks
by Rev. McPherson and Prof. Wright on slze
of houses, proper Ventllation, Beauty of Loca-
tion and the surroundings, atbractions, ete., the
following resolutlon was adopted.

Raevolved, That we recommend that the most
convenlent alze of our country schoal houses bo
about 50 by 84 fect, with portico In fropt, cell-
Ing twelve feet high,well ventilated and lighted,
and in the construetion of the bullding there
abould be a vestibule nt the entrance and recess
for depositing the clothing, the entranes to
which, shall be within the school reom, under
the eye of the teacher and Lhe sohool, the room
tobe furnished with the most approved and
comfortablo desks and noats.

The subject of what kind of deaks should bo
used in our common school was taken up and
vory Ably discussed by Lewis Potter, John H.
Bhelbley, Geo. A. Bhoman and others. The
sentiment of thoe directors present appeared to
ba In favor of Patent «Deaks,now used In somo
of ovr schools.

Next In order was, How should the salaries
of téachers be graded ! Mr.Ueo, A, Shuman
thonght that the teacher ought to be paid nc-
cording the amount of work done and not ac-
eordlug to eertificate, Prof, Wright stated that
nome of our best teachors In Lhe county held
very otdinary certifieales, Mr. Polter next
gave It as bis opiolon that geiting a certificate
is an indocement for greater effort, and hasn
beneficial effect on the young, who attend
schoal at the present doy. The "question of
holding protracted rellglows mectiogs wan dls-
cussed. The sentiment of the differest bowrds
repressnted, appeared to bo directly agalnst
holding protracted religlons exerclses In onr
commaon sohool houses, from  the fiot that 1t 1s
not the desigu of the law that Lhey should be
used for that purpose, and other reasons with
which wo are wil porfoctly well nequainted. The
